self, it is better to plant fifty or a 
hundred of the seeds in a flat box of 
earth and see how many of them will 
develop into plants. 
They should be 
planted just as deeply in the box as 
they would be if planted in the garden. 
This is a much better test than or­ 
dinarily made between moist blotters, 
or in similar ways, which enable many 
seeds to sprout that have not vitality 
enough to produce good plants in the 
garden, or even to get through the 
soil at all. 
It is not necessary to 
demand as high a gem ination per­ 
centage in case of cabbage, tomato, 
or other seeds that are to be started 
indoors, or in hotbeds, and transplant­ 
ed later, but in general, at least eighty 
out of every hundred tested should 
grow, or the seed should not be used. 
If it is too much trouble to make 
the actual planting 
test, 
another 
may be m«ade by simply putting seeds 
between sheets of blotting paper, and 
keeping them moist but not too wet, 
and at ordinary room temperature,— 
about 60 degrees F—for a reasonable 
length of time. 
Radishes and lettuce 
may be expected to sprout in two or 
three days, while carrots and some 
other seeds may require much longer 
time, 
lf blotting paper is not avail­ 
able, several thicknesses of an or­ 
dinary paper, or perhaps better, cloth 
may be used to hold the moisture. The 
bottom of a shallow dish should be 
covered with half an inch or an inch 
of sand, which will keen the blotting 
paper moist and furnish drainage to 
keep the water from standing around 
the seed.

These conditions can he controlled 
well in many kitchens, living-rooms 
and basements, but perhaps the in­ 
cubator will control them better than 
anything else found on the farm.

would probably not be *i good thing t o 
try to make tests while eggs are be­ 
ing hatched, but if manv samples are 
to be tested, the incubator can be 
filled up with seeds enough to make 
it pay to run it. 
lf free tests are desired, send small 
samples of the seeds to the seed tent­ 
ing laboratory, College of Agriculture, 
at 
Columbia, Mo.

LIQUOR THE CHOSE OF CRIME 


Statistics Complied In Iowa Are Said 
to Show This. 


Des Moines, la., Jan. 8.—The num­ 
ber of indictments for crimes, not in­ 
cluding illicit liquor traffic cases, de­ 
creased fifty per cent in Polk county 
in 1915 as compared with 1914, winch 
was “wet,** according to a report just 
made public by the

grand

In 1914 there were 310 indictments 
for crimes other than liquor law" vio­ 
lations.

German press to prevent 
China’s entrance into the E ntente has 
been ably seconded by the Japanese 
papers, which have been quite as ac­ 
tive as the Germans in opposing the 
elevation of China to membership in 
the Entente. 
Dr. George E. Morrison, the political 
adviser to Yuan Shi-kai, and Sir John 
Jordon, 
the 
British 
minister, have 
been bitterly assailed by the Japanese 
press, which declares that they have 
been trying to advance E ngland’s in­ 
terest at the expense of Japan. 
The 
Yorozu, a Tokio daily, says that the 
Entente powers will not dare to “side­ 
step” Japan, and gives w arning: "Ja­ 
pan should wrateh carefully because 
there are such men in China as Dr. 
Morrison and Sir John Jordon, who 
are half Chinese and 
half 
English­ 
men. 
They are trying to secure the 
good of England and China at the ex­ 
pense of Japan. 
The Japanese nation 
should keep a strict watch over them.” 
The 
Hochi, 
of Tokio, a Japanese 
publication with some official stand­ 
ing, offers bitter opposition 
to 
the 
Japanese papers which make rapid at­ 
tacks upon the E ntente powers, and 
urges that the press should be more 
tem perate in the discussion of nego­ 
tiations concerning which it is imper­ 
fectly informed.

paper

that the Japanese should

much self respect and should regard 
their government too highly to feel 
that

It comments:

“That Japan may succeed tem ­ 
porarily in establishing her claim to 
be considered the overlord of the F ar 
East is quite possible. In the enforced 
absence of the schoonmaster a cheeky 
pupil may temporarily masquerade in 
his place.

Darkness was upon the fleet a few 
minutes after the revolutionists had 
boarded the Chao Ho. A small fort 
adjoining the arsenal began firing at

Now that there is 
documentary proof that he was direct­ 
ly connected with the affair at the 
Kiangnan arsenal, the Japanese gov­ 
ernment should lost no time in order­ 
ing him out of the country. 
A splen­ 
did opportunity is now afforded her 
of showing the sincerity of her friend­ 
ship for China. 
If she takes it she 
will stifle the suspicion that has un­ 
doubtedly been generated by the ac­ 
tive and passive participation of Jap­ 
anese in recent illegal acts in China.” 
Sun Yat Sen has been connected

demonstration 
was somewhat premature. 
The two 
murderers of Admiral Tseng Ju-cheng, 
who wrere turned over to the Chinese 
by the mixed court in Shanghai, are 
under torture at Nanking, and it is 
generally believed that they divulged 
facts which connected many revolu­ 
tionary’ leaders with the assassins and 
made it necessary for the enemies of 
the government to move quickly if 
they desired to prevent the defeat of 
their plan to gain control of Shanghai 
and other points along the Yangste 
valley. 
Vernacular papers, as well as those 
printed in English, lay much stress 
on the fact that all the arms and am­ 
munition seized when the rebels were 
captured, were of Japanese manufac­ 
ture.

which the rebels 
boarded 
the 
Chao Ho immediately 
gave rise to the suspicion that traitors 
were on board. The cruiser is manned 
by three hundred and thirty men.

who attacked the Chao Ho cut tele­ 
phone, telegraph and 
electric light 
wires, and caused general confusion 
before the connections could be re­ 
stored. 
The demonstration 
has terrorized 
foreigners in Shanghai, 
because it 
has shown 
how 
effectively 
even a 
small band of revolutionists can op­ 
erate tinder the 
protecting 
arm of 
the foreign settlements, 
over which 
President Yuan Shi Kai has no con­ 
trol. While the 
government showed 
some disloyalty among 
the Chinese, 
it demonstrated a high percentage of 
loyalty and better organization than 
many foreigners 
supposed 
was in 
existence among the Chinese milita­ 
ry and naval forces. 
The government has 
issued state­ 
ments laying great stress on the fact 
that the outbreak 
took 
place when 
the majority 
of 
the 
officers 
and 
crews of the ships 
were 
on 
shore 
leave. Hereafter no leave is to be 
granted to the officers and 
men of 
the Chinese warships 
at 
Shanghai 
and along the Yangtse. 
Less than 
ten men were killed in all, four of 
the dead being shot on the Chao Ho. 
The material damage to the foreign 
settlement and at the 
arsenal was 
slight, and the injury to the Chao Ho 
was such that she will probably be 
in commission again 
within 
a few 
weeks. 
President Yuan

Kai and his 
advisers regard Sun 
Yat 
Sen and 
Huang Hslng, both of whom a^e now 
in Japan, as the 
direct instigators 
of the outbreak.

J RICKSKAW-GOOLIES STRIKE 


Eight Thousand of Them Go Out in 
the City of Shanghai. 
Shanghai, Jan. 14.—Eight thousand 
rickshaw-coolies in Shanghai are on a 
strike, and the 
city 
transportation 
system is entirely upset. The coolies 
have established pickets 
in 
various 
parts of the city, who have punctured 
the tires of rickshaws who attempted 
to break the strike and broken the 
heads of riekshawmen who refuse to 
join the strikers. Over ninety arrests 
have been made so far. 
The mixed 
court has sentenced one man to three 
weeks’ imprisonment, and scores of 
others will be brought to trial in a 
few days. 
Foreigners have been respected by 
the Chinese in their rioting. 
How­ 
ever, riekshawmen hate been unwill­ 
ing to risk assaults at the hands of 
the mob, and the rickshaw traffic is 
practically suspended. 
The trouble came about through the 
determination of the municipal author­ 
ities to reduce the number of rickshaw 
licenses from nine thousand 
to 
six 
thousand. This caused the owners to 
make an advance of 20 per cent in 
the rent they charge coolies for con­ 
veyances.
